l. General Information 


AJE BANK NLV. (rhe Bank) is a limited liabilicy company and is incorporated on October 20, 1987 and 
domiciled in Aruba. The address of its registered office is as follows: Wilhelminastraat 36. 


The objectives of the Bank are among others: 
- to promote the execution of projects which, in the opinion of the Bank, are important to 
the economic development of Aruba; 
= to provide medium or long term capital and other means of financing to individuals 
who are conducting a business and to corporations among others in the form of granting 
credits, providing loans, issue of guarantees and other forms of security, participation in 
equity and serving as intermediary in these matters; 


The shares of the Bank are held by a variety of shareholders. None of the Shareholders has power to 
govern the financial and operating policies generally accompanying a shareholding of more than one 
half of the voting rights. 


These abbreviated corporate financial statements, which are derived from the audited corporate 
financial statements of the Bank, have been prepared in accordance with international Financial 
Reporting Standards (IFRS). The abbreviated corporate financial statements do mot contain all the 
disclosures required by IFRS. 


The corporate financial statements from which these abbreviated corporate financial statements were 
derived, have been approved for issue by the Board of Supervisory Directors on April 14. 2020. 


2. Significant Accounting Policies 
2.1. New or Revised Standards and Interpretations 


2.1.1. Changes in Accounting Policies and Disclosures 


IFRS 16 Leases 

The Bank has adopted International Financial Reporting Standard (IFRS) 16 Leases with a date of 
transition of January |, 2019, which resulted in changes in accounting policies and no adjustments to 
the amounts previously recognized in the financial statements. The Bank did not early adope IFRS 16 
in previous periods. 


The new standard replaces the existing standard LAS |? Leases along with three Interpretations; IFRIC 
4 Determining whether an Arrangement contains a Lease, SIC 15 Operating Leases-Incentives and 
SIC 17 Evaluating the Substance of Transactions Involving the Legal Form of a Lease. IFRS 16 applies 
to all leases for both lessee and lessor, except for a few scope exclusions. The new standard requires 
lessees to account for leases ‘on-balance sheer’ by recognizing a 'right-af-use' and a lease liability, 
measured at the present value of future lease payments. The right-of-use is accounted for similarly 
to a purchased asset and depreciated or amortised, The lease liability is accounted for similarly to a 
financial liability using the effective interest rate method. 


The agreements of the Bank containing a lease are limited to low value assets. Hence the adoption 
af IFRS 16 has had no significant impact on the corporate financial statements of the Bank The entity 
elected to apply the practical expedients in IFRS 16 for short-term leases and leases for which the 
underlying asset is of low value. Short-term leases with a term not exceeding 12 months (and no 
purchase option) as well as leases where the underlying asset is of low value are not recognized using 
the option under IFRS 16.5. 


2.1.2. New Standards and Interpretations not yet Adopted 


At the date of authorization of these financial statements, several new, but not yet effective, Standards, 
amendments to existing Standards, and interpretations have been published by the IASB, None of these 
Standards, Amendments or interpretations have been adopted early by the Bank. Other Standards and 
amendments that are not yet effective and have not been adopted early by the Bank include: 
a IFRS 17 Insurance Contracts (effective for annual reporting periods beginning on or after 
| january 2021); 
Definition of a Business (Amendments to IFRS 3) (effective for annual reporting periods 
beginning on or after | January 2020 and required to be applied prospectively);

Management anticipates that all relevant pronouncements will be adopted for the first period 
beginning on or after the effective date of the pronouncement. New Standards, Amendments and 
Interpretations not yet adopted have not been disclosed as they are not expected to have a material 
impact on the Bank's corporate financial statements. 


2.2. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The principal accounting policies applied in the preparation of these financial statements are set out 
below. These palicies have been consistently applied to all years presented, unless otherwise stated. 


- Basis of Measurement 


The financial statements have been prepared under the historical cost convention except for the 

following: 
. Financial Instruments at Fair Value through Profit or Loss (FVTL) are measured atc fair value; 
Financial Assets at FVORZI are measured at fair value through other comprehensive income. 
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= Presentation 


The assets and liabilities iin the statement of financial position are presented based on liquidity. 


- Foreign Currency Transactions 


Functional dnd Presentation Currency 

Items included in the financial statements of the Bank are measured using the currency of the 
primary economic environment in which the entity operates ("the functional currency"). The financial 
statements are presented in Aruban Florins, which is the Bank's functional and presentation currency. 


Transaction and Balances 

Transactions occurring in United States dollars (USD) are converted at the rate of US$ I to AR, 1,7, 
Other foreign currency transactions are translated into the functional currency using the exchange 
rate prevailing at the dates of the transactions, or valuation where items are re-measured. Foreign 
exchange gains and losses resulting from the settlement of such transactions and fram the translation 
at year-end exchange rate of monetary assets and liabilities denominated in foreign currencies are 
recognized in the statement of comprehensive income. 


Changes in the fair value of monetary securities denominated in foreign currency classified as available 
for sale are analyzed between translation differences resulting from changes in the amortized cost of 
the security and other changes in the carrying amount of the security. Translation differences related 
to changes in the amortized cost are recognized in profit or loss, and other changes are recognized 
in other comprehensive income. 


Translation differences on non-monetary items, such as equities held at fair value through profit and 
loss, are reported as part of the fair value gain or lass. Translation differences on non-monetary items, 
such as equities classified as Financial Assets at FVOCI, are included in the fair value reserve in other 
comprehensive income. 


- Financial Assets 


Classification 
The Bank classifies its financial assets in the following categories: fair value through profit or loss 
(FVPL), fair value through other comprehensive income (FVOCI) or amortized cost (AC). The 


classification depends on: 
+ The Banks’ assessment of the overall objective of the business model within which the 
financial assets are held; and 


* The contractual cash flaw characteristics of the financial assets. 


The business model reflects how the Bank manages its financial assets in order to generate cash 
flows, that is, whether the objective is to collect contractual cash flows, sell financial assets or both. 
The Bank assesses the business model at a portfolio level reflective of how a group of financial assem 
are managed together to achieve a particular business objective. Factors considered by the Bank in 
determining the business model for a group of financial assets include: 

How performance is evaluated and reported to key management personnel, 

The risks that affect performance and how they are managed; 

How managers are compensated: and 

The frequency and volume of sales in prior periods and expectations about future sales 




















Where the business model is to hold financial assets to collect contractual cash flows or to collect 
contractual cash flows and sell, the Bank determines if they give rise to cash flows that are solely 
payments of principal and interest (SPPI) on the principal amount ourstanding that is consistent with 
a basic lending arrangement. In this context, ‘principal’ is the fair value of the financial asset on initial 
recognition and ‘interest’ is consideration for the time value of money and credit risk associated with 
the principal amount outstanding during a particular period of time and for other basic lending risks 
and costs as well as profit margin. 


H the Bank identifies any contractual cash flows, such that cash flows are no longer consistent with a 
basic lending arrangement, the related financial asset is classified and measured at FVPL. In making this 
assessment, the Bank considers: 

+ Contingent events; 

. Leverage features; 

* Prepayment and term extensions; and 

+ Terms thar limit the Bank's recourse to specific financial assets and features thar modify 

consideration of the time value of money.

Debt Instruments Measured ot Amortized Cost 
Debt instruments are measured at amortized cost if they are held within a business model whose 
objective is to hold for collection of contractual cash flows, and where those cash flows represent 
solely payments of principal and interest (SPPI). After initial measurement, debt instruments = 
category are carried at amortized cost using the effective interest rate method. The amortize 

is the amount at which the financial asser or financial liabilicy is measured: уф а 
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minus tre principal repayments, plus or minus the cumulative amortization using the Effective Interest 
Rate (EIR) method of any difference between the initial amount and the maturity amount and, for 
financial assets, adjusted for any loss allowance. 


Purchases and sales of debt instruments at amortized cost are recognized at trade date — the date on 
which the Bank commits to purchase or sell the asset = and are measured at amortized cost when 
cash is advanced te the borrowers. 


Debt instruments of the Bank comprise loans and investment securities that are sovereign bonds. 
After assessing its business model for loans and sovereign bonds, which are held to collect the 
contractual cash flows, and where the cash flows represent solely payments of principal and interest, 
these instruments were measured at amortized cost. 


Interest income using the effective interest rate method is recognized in the Statement of 
Comprehensive Income through profit or loss. Impairment on debe instruments measured at 
amortized cost is calculated using the expected credit loss (ECL) approach. Loans and debt securities 
measured at amortized cost are presented net of allowance for credit losses in the Statement of 
Financial Position. 


Гере Instruments Measured at FVOCI 

Debt instruments are measured at FVOCI if they are held within a business model whose objective 
is to hold both for collection of contractual cash flows and for the sale of financial assets, where the 
financial assets' cash flows represent payrnents that are solely payments of principal and interest, and 
that are not designated at FVPL. Subsequent to initial recognition, unrealized gains and losses on debt 
instruments measured at FVOCI are taken through other comprehensive income (OCI) in full, unless 
the instrument is designated in a fair value hedge relationship. 


When the asset is derecognized, the cumulative gain or loss previously recognized in OCI is reclassified 
from equity to profit or loss and recognized in ‘Net Investment Income’. Foreign exchange gains and 
losses that relate to the amortized cost of the debt instrument are recognized through profit or loss. 


Impairment on debe instruments measured ac FYOCI is calculated using the expected credit loss 
approach. The expected credit loss on debt instruments measured at FVOCI does not reduce the 
carrying amount of the asset in the Statement of Financial Position, which remains at its fair value. 
Instead, an amount equal to the allowance that would arise if the financial assets were measured at 
amortized cost is recognized in OCI with a corresponding amount taken to Credit Impairment Losses 
in the Statement of Comprehensive Income. The accumulated amount recognized in OCI is recycled 
through profit or loss upon derecognition of the debt instrument. 


Debt Instruments Measured at FVPL 
Financial assets that do not meet the criteria for amortized cost or FVOCI are measured at fair value 
through profit or loss. 


Financial Assets Mandatorily Measured at FVPL 

Financial assets meeting either of the conditions below are mandatorily measured at fair value through 
profit or loss (other than in respect of an equity investment designated as at fair value through other 
comprehensive income): 

* Financial assets with contractual terms that do not give rise on specified dates to cash 
flows that are solely payments of principal and interest on dhe principal amount 
eurstanding, and 

. Financial assets held within a business model whose objective is achieved neither by 
collecting contractual cash flows nor by both collecting contractual cash flows and selling 
financial assets. This includes financial assets held within a portfolio that is managed and 
whose performance is evaluated on a fair value basis. It further includes portfolios of 
financial assets that are "held for trading". 


Financial Assets Designated as Measured at FVPL 

A financial asset may be designated at fair value through profit or loss only if doing so eliminates 
or significantly reduces measurement or recognition inconsistencies (an 'accounting mismatch') that 
would otherwise arise from measuring financial assets or liabilities or recognizing gains and losses on 
them on different basis. They are carried in the Statement of Financial Position at fair value, with all 
changes in fair value recorded in profit or loss in the Statement of Comprehensive Income. 


Equity Instruments 

Equity instruments are measured at FVPL, unless an election is made to designate them at FVOCI 
upon purchase. For equity instruments measured at FVPL, changes in fair value are recognized in the 
Statement of Comprehensive Income as part of nec gain/loss from other financial instruments carried 
at fair value. Instruments elected to be classified as non-trading equity instruments at. FVOCI are 
made upon initial recognition, on an instrument-by-instrument basis and once made, is irrevocable. 
Gains and losses on these instruments including when derecognized/sold are recorded in OCI and arè 
not subsequently reclassified to the income statement. Dividend received is recorded in the income 
statement. 


Reclassification 

The Bank reclassifies debt instruments when and only when its business model for managing those 
assets changes. The reclassification is applied prospectively from the reclassification date, which is 
the first day of che first reporting period following the change in business model that results in the 
reclassification. Any previously recognized gains, losses or interest are mot restated. 


De-recognition 
Financial assets are derecognized when the contractual rights to receive the cash flows from the 
financial assets have expired, or when they have been transferred and either: 
s The Bank transfers substantially all the risks and rewards of ewnership; or 
* The Bank neither transfers nor retains substantially all the risks and rewards of ownership 
and the Bank has not retained control, 


= Financial Liabilities 


Classification, Recognition and Subsequent Measurement 

The Bank classifies its financial liabilities as being measured at amortized cost unless it has designated 
liabilities at fair value through profit or loss or is required to measure liabilities mandatorily at fair 
value through profit or loss. Financial liabilities are initially recognized at fair value, (normally the 
issued proceeds, that is, the fair value of consideration received) less, in the case of financial liabilities 
subsequently carried at arnortized cost, transaction costs. For financial liabilities carried at amortized cost, 
any difference between the proceeds, net of transaction costs, and the redemption value is recognized 
in the Statement of Comprehensive Income through profit or loss using the effective interest method. 
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A financial liability may be designated as at fair value through profit or lass only when: 

* It eliminates or significantly reduces à measurement or recognition inconsistency (an 
‘accounting mismatch’) that would otherwise arise from measuring assets or liabilities or 
recognizing the gains and losses on them on different basis; or 

* A, group of financial assets, financial liabilities or both is managed and its performance 
is evaluated on a fair value basis in accordance with documented risk management or 
investment strategy; or 

* A contract contains one or more embedded derivatives that significantly change the cash 
flows of the contract and the separation of the embedded derivative(s) is nat prohibited, 


The movement in awn credit risk related to financial liabilities designated at fair value through profit 
or loss is recorded in other comprehensive income unless this would create or enlarge an accounting 
mismatch in profit ar loss for the Bank (in which case all gains or losses are recognized through profit 
or lass). 


Derecognition 
Financial liabilities are derecognized when they are extinguished, for instance, when the obligation 
specified in the contract is discharged, cancelled or expires. 


= Impaiment of Financial Assets 


Scope 
The Bank recognizes impairment loss allowances for expected credit losses (ECL) for the following 
categories of financial instruments, unless measured at Gir value through profit or loss: 
* Financial assets that are debt instruments; 
” Loan commitments; 
. Financial guarantee contracts issued and not accounted for under IFRS 4 Insurance 
Contracts; and 
" Receivables and contract assets recognized under IFRS 15 Revenue from Contracts with 
Customers, 


Expected Credit Loss (ECL) Model 

The determination of impairment losses and allowance moves from an incurred credit loss model 
whereby credit losses are recognized when a defined loss event occurs under 145 39, to an expected 
credit loss model under IFAS 9, where credit losses are taken upon initial recognition of the financial 
asset, based on expectations of potential credit losses at the time of initial recognition. Under IFRS 9, 
the Bank first evaluates individually whether objective impairment exists for financial assets that are 
individually significant. It then collectively assesses financial assets that are not individually significant 
and loans which are significant but for which there is no objective evidence of impairment. 


The Bank uses an ECL model developed to meet the requirements of IFRS 9. The allowance for 
eredit losses calculations are outputs of models with a number of underlying assumptions regarding 
the choice of variable inputs and their interdependencies, This model measures credit loss allowances 
using a three-stage approach based on the extent of credit deterioration since origination. 


New models and systems were developed to meer the requirements of IFRS 9. 


The Bank assesses on a forward-looking basis, the expected credit losses (ECL) associated with its 
debt instrument assets carried at amortized cost and FVOCI and with the exposure arising from loan 
commitments and financial guarantee contracts. The Bank recognizes a lass allowance for such losses 
at each reporting date. The measurement of ECL reflects: 
Е An unbiased and probability-weighted amount that is determined by evaluating a range of 
possible outcomes; 
" The time value of money; and 
+ Reasonable and supportable information that is available without undue cost or effort at 
the reporting date about past events, current conditions and forecasts of future economic 
conditians.

* Debt instruments measured at FYOCI: no allowance is recognized in the Statement of 
Financial Position because the carrying value of these assets is their fair value.

and 

" Off-balance sheet credit risks including undisbursed loan commitments and financial 
guarantees: presented as a provision within the liabilities section of the Statement of 
Financial Position, 


Write-offs 

When a debt instrument is uncollectible, it is written off against the related provision for credit loss 
impairment and reduces the gross carrying amount of the debt instrument. Such debt instruments are 
written off after all the necessary procedures have been completed and the amount of the loss has 
been determined. 


If, in à subsequent period, the amount of the impalrmenr loss decreases and the decrease can be 
related objectively to an event occurring after the impairment was recognized (such as improvement 
in the debtor's credit rating), the previously recognized impairment loss is reversed by adjusting the | 
allowance account. The amount of the reversal is recognized in the Statement of Comprehensive 
Incame through profit or loss. | 


Modified Loans 

Loans are identified as renegotiated and classified as credit-impaired when the Bank modifies 
contractual payment terms due to significant credit distress of the borrower. Renegotiated 
remain classified as eredit-impaired until there is sufficient evidence to demonstrate a signifi 
reduction in the risk of nonpayment of future cash flows and retain the designation of renegotia 
until maturity or de-recognition. A loan that is renegotiated is derecognized if the existing agreemi 
is cancelled and a new agreement is rade on substantially different terms or if the terms of an exi 
agreement are modified such that the renegotiated loan is a substantially different financial instru 
Any new loans that arise following de-recognition events in these circumstances are considered =o 
be purchased or originated credit-impaired financial assets (POC) and will continue to be disclosed 
as renegotiated loans. Other than originated credit-impaired loans, all other modified loans could be 
transferred out of stage 3 if they no longer exhibit any evidence of being credic-impaired and, 
case of renegotiated loans, there is sufficient evidence to demonstrate a E nn 
risk of non-payment of future cash flows, over the minimum observat юп. ре ! 
other indicators of impairment. These loans could be transferred te stage | or 2 by — f 
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risk of a default occurring at the reporting dare (based on the modified contractual terms) and the 
risk af a default occurring at initial recognition (based on the original, unmodified contractual terms). 
Any amount written off as a result of the modification of contractual terms would not be reversed. 


Modified Loans that are not Credit-lmpaired 

Loan modifications that are not identified as renegotiated are considered to be restructured. Where a 
restructuring results in a modification such that the Bank's rights to the cash flows under the original 
contract have expired, the old loan is derecognized and the new loan is recognized ar fair value. The 
rights to cash flows are generally considered to have expired if the restructure is at market rates and 
no payment-related concession has been provided. 


Man-Performing Loans 
The Bank's approach co classifying performing versus non-performing loans is through utilization of 
the internal credit risk grading process. With the transition to IFRS 9, all loans graded doubtful and 


loss are considered credit-impaired and require individual provisions or 'Stage 3 ECL. 


- Property and Equipment 


Property and equipment are stated at historical cost less depreciation. Historical cost includes 
expenditure that is directly attributable to the acquisition of the items. Subsequent costs are included 
in the asset's carrying amount or recognized as a separate asset, as appropriate, only when it is 
probable that future economic benefits associated with the item will flow to the Bank and the cost 
of the item can be measured reliably. The carrying amount of the replaced part is derecognized. All 
other repairs and maintenance are charged to the Statement of Comprehensive Income during the 
financial period in which they are incurred, Land is not depreciated, Depreciation on all other assets 
is calculated using the straight-line method to allocate their cost over the estimated useful lives as 


follows: 
© Buildings 45 years 
o — Automobiles 5 years 
o Office Furniture 5 years 
ою Premises Improvements 2-10 years 
o Machines £ equipment 3 years 


The assets’ residual values and useful lives are reviewed, and adjusted if appropriate, at each reporting 
date. Assets that are subject to amortization are reviewed for impairment whenever events or 
changes in circumstances indicate that the carrying amount may nor be recoverable. An asset's 
carrying amount is written down immediately to its recoverable amoune if the asset's carrying amount 
is greater than its estimated recoverable ammount. The recoverable amount is the higher of the asset's 
fair value less costs to sell and value in use. 


Gains and losses on disposals are determined by comparing proceeds with carrying amount. These are 
included in administrative expenses in the Statement of Comprehensive Income. 


- Leases 


As described in Note 2, the Bank has applied IFRS 16 using the modified retrospective approach 
and therefore comparative information has not been restated. Under IFRS 16 a lease is defined as 
‘a contract, or part of a contract, that conveys the right to use an asset (the underlying asset) for a 
period of time in exchange for consideration’. 


Accounting policy applicable from | january 2019 


The Bank os a lessee 
For any new contracts entered into on or after | January 2019, the Bank considers whether a contract 
is, or contains a lease, A lease is defined as ‘a contract, or part of a contract, that conveys the right to 
use an asset (the underlying asset) for a period of time in exchange for consideration’. To apply this 
definition the Bank assesses whether the contract meets three key evaluations which are whether: 
= the contract contains an identified assec, which is either explicitly identified in the contract 
or implicitly specified by being identified at the time the asset is made available to the 


the Bank has the right to obtain substantially all of the economic benefits from use of the 
identified asset throughout the period of use, considering its rights within the defined 
scope of the contract; 

Р the Bank has che right to direct the use of the identified asset throughout the period of 
use. The Bank assesses whether it has the right to direct ‘how and for what purpose” the 
asset is used throughout the period of use. 


Measurement and recognition of leases as a lessee 


At lease commencement date, the Bank recognises a right-of-use asset and a lease liabiliry on the 
balance sheet. The right-of-use asset is measured at cost, which is made up of the initial measurement 
of the lease liability, any initial direct costs incurred by the Bank, an estimate of any costs to dismantle 
and remove the asset at the end of the lease, and any lease payments made in advance of the lease 
commencement date (net of any incentives received). 


The Bank amortizes the right-of-use assets on a straight-line basis from the lease commencement date 
to the earlier of the end of the useful life of the right-of-use asset or the end of the lease term. The 
Bank also assesses the right-of-use asset for impairment when such indicators exist. 

At the commencement date, the Bank measures the lease liability at the present value of the lease 
payments unpaid at that date, discounted using the interest rate implicit in the lease if that rate is 
readily available or the Bank's incremental borrowing rate. 


Lease payments included in the measurement of the lease liability are made up of fixed payments 
(including in substance fixed), variable payments based on an index or rate, amounts expected to be 
payable under a residual value guarantee and payments arising from options reasonably certain to be 
exercised, 


Subsequent to initial measurement, the liabilicy will be reduced for payments made and increased for 
interest. It is remeasured to reflect any reassessment or modification, or if there are changes in in- 
substance fixed payments, 


When the lease liability is rermeasured, the corresponding adjustment is reflected in the right-of-use 
asset or profit and loss if the right-of-use asset is already reduced to zero. 


The Bank has elected to account for short-term leases and leases of low-value assets using the practical 
expedients. Instead of recognizing a right-of-use asset and lease liability, the payments in relation to 
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these are recognized as an expense in profic or loss on a straight-line basis over the lease term. 


The Bank as a lessor 

The Bank's accounting policy under IFRS 16 has not changed from the comparative period. As a lessor 
the Bank classifies its leases as either operating or finance leases. A lease is classified as a finance lease 
if it transfers substantially all the risks and rewards incidental to ownership of the underlying asset and 
classified as an operating lease if it does not. 


= Impairment of Non-financial Assets 


Assets that have an indefinite useful life are not subject to amortization and are tested annually for 
impairment. Assets that are subject to depreciation or amortization are reviewed for impairment 
whenever events or changes in circumstances indicate that the carrying amount may not be 
recoverable, An impairment loss is recognized for the amount by which the asset's carrying amount 
exoeads its recoverable amount. The recoverable amount is the higher of an asset's fair value bess 
costs to sell and value in use. For the purpose of assessing impairment, assets are grouped at the 
lowest levels for which they are separately identifiable cash flows (cash generating units). Mon- 
financial assets other than goodwill that suffered impairment are reviewed for possible reversal of the 
impairment at each reporting dare. 


= Financial Assets Held-for-Sale 


Financial assets (or groups of financial assets) are classified as Financial Assets Held-for-Sale when 
their carrying amount is to be recovered principally through a sale transaction and a sale is considered 
highly probable within the next 12 months. They continue to be measured in accordance with IFRS 9, 


- Trade and Other Receivables 


If collection is expected in one year or less trade and other receivables are classified as current 
assets. If nat, they are presented as non-current assets, The Bank makes use of a simplified approach 
in accounting for Trade and Other Receivables and records the loss allowance as lifetime expected 
credit losses. These are the expected shortfalls in contractual cash flows, considering the potential 
for default at any point during the life of the financial instrument. In calculating, the Bank uses its 
historical experience, external indicators and forward-looking information to calculate the expected 
credit lasses using a provision matrix. 


The Bank assesses impairment of trade receivables on a collective basis as they possess shared credit 
risk characteristics, they have been grouped based on the days past due. 

= Cash and Cash Equivalents 

In the Statement of Cash Flows, Cash and Cash Equivalents comprises cash in hand, deposirs held ar 
call with banks, other short-term highly liquid investments with original maturities of three months or 
less which are subject to an insignificant risk of changes in value and bank overdrafts. In the Statement 
of Financial Position, bank overdrafts, if any, are shown within borrowings. 

- Share Capital 


Ordinary shares are classified as equity. 
















Incremental costs directly attributable to the issue of new ordinary shares or options are shown 
in equity as a deduction, net of tax, from the proceeds. Where any group company purchases 
the company's equity share capital (treasury shares), the consideration paid, including any directly 
attributable incremental costs (net of income taxes) is deducted from equity attributable to the Bank's 
equity holders until the shares are cancelled or reissued. Where such ordinary shares are subsequently 
reissued, any consideration received, net of any directly atxribucable incremental transaction costs and 
the related income tax effects, is included in equity attributable to the Bank's equity holders. 


= Regulatory Loan Loss Reserve 


Regulatory Loan loss Reserve is based on the applicable State Ordinance on the Supervision of the 
Credit System (AB 1998 no.1&), The Regulatory Loan Loss Reserve is calculated in accordance with 
the Supervisory Directives as issued by the Central Bank of Aruba. 


- Trade and Other Liabilities 


Trade and Other Liabilities are recognized initially at fair value and subsequently measured at 
amortized cost using the effective interest rate method. 


- Borrowing Costs 


General and specific borrowing costs directly attributable to the acquisition, construction or 

production of qualifying assets, which are assets that necessarily take a substantial period of time to per 
ready for their intended use or sale, are added to the cost of those assets, until such time as the assets 
are subsrantially ready for their intended use or sale. Investment income earned on the tempora 
investment of specific borrowings pending their expenditure on qualifying assets is deducted from t 
borrowing costs eligible for capitalization. All other borrowing costs are recognized in the Stateme 
of Comprehensive income through profit or loss in the period in which they are incurred. 


= Current and Deferred Income Tax 


The tax expense for the period comprises current and deferred tax. Tax is recognized in the 
Statement of Comprehensive Income through profit or loss, except to the ee 
items recognized in other comprehensive income or directly in equity. In this case, the tax i$ al 


recognized in other comprehensive income or directly in equity, respectively. 





The current income tax charge is calculated on the basis of the 
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enacted at the reporting date in the country where the company and its subsidiaries operate and 
generate taxable income. Management periodically evaluates positions taken in tax returns with 
respect to situations in which applicable tax regulation is subject to interpretation, lt establishes 
provisions where appropriate on the basis of amounts expected to be paid to the tax authorities. 


Deferred income tax is recognized, using the liability method, on temporary differences arising 
between the tax bases of assets and liabilities and their carrying amounts in the financial statements. 
However, deferred tax liabilities are not recognized if they arise from the initial recognition of 
goodwill; deferred income tax is not accounted for if it arises from initial recognition of an asset or 
liability in a transaction other than a business combination that at the time of the transaction affects 
neither accounting nor taxable profit or loss. Deferred income tax is determined using tax rates (and 
laws) that have been enacted or substantively enacted by the reporting date and are expected to apply 
when the related deferred income tax asset is realized or the deferred income tax liability is secched_ 


Deferred income tax assets are recognized only to the extent that it is probable that future taxable 
profit will be available against which the temporary differences can be utilized. 


Deferred income tax is provided on temporary differences arising on investments in subsidiaries and 
associates, except for deferred income tax liability where the timing of the reversal of the temporary 
difference is controlled by the Bank and it is probable thar the temporary difference will not reverse 
in the foreseeable future. 


Deferred income tax assets and liabilities are offset when there is a legally enforceable right to offset 
current tax assets against current tax liabilities and when the deferred income taxes assets and 
liabilities relate to income taxes levied by the same taxation authority on either the same taxable 
entity or different taxable entities where there is an intention to settle the balances on a net basis, 


= Provisions 


Provisions are recognized when the Bank has a present legal or constructive obligation as a result of 
past events; it is probable that an outflow of resources will be required to settle the obligation; and 
the amount has been reliably estimated, Provisions are not recognized for future operating losses. 


Where there are a number of similar obligations, the likelihood that an outflow will be required in 
settlement is determined by considering the class of obligations as a whole. À provision is recognized 
even if the likelihood of an outflow with respect to any one item included in the same class of 
obligations may be small. 


In accordance with the State Ordinance Cessantia the Bank has a legal obligation to make severance 
payments at retirement date to employees who meet the criteria set in article 3 of the State 
Ordinance. The provision is recorded at the present value of the expected expenditures required 
to settle the obligation resulting from the Srate Ordinance Cessantia. Furthermore, in accordance 
with the Personnel Policies of the Bank, the Bank has a legal obligation to pay jubilee grants to its 
employees. The provision is recorded at the net present value based on the projected unit credit- 
method as required by 145 19 Employee Benefits. 


- Revenue Recognition 


The Effective Interest Rate (EIR) Method 
Under both IFRS 9 and LAS 39, interest income is recorded using the EIR. method for all financial assets 
measured ac amortized cost. Interest income on interest-bearing financial assecs measured at F¥OCI 
under IFRS 9 are also recorded using the EIR method. Interest expense is also calculated using the EIR 
method for all financial liabilities held at amortized cost. 


The EIR. is the rate that exactly discounts estimated future cash receipts through the expected life of 
the financial asset or liability or, when appropriate, a shorter period, to the gross carrying amount 
of the financial asset. The EIR is calculated by taking into account transaction costs and any discount 
or premium on acquisition of the financial asset, as well as fees and costs that are an integral part of 
the EIR. 


When calculating the effective interest rate for financial instruments other than credit-impaired assets, 
the Bank estimates future cash flows considering all contractual terms of the financial instrument, but 
not expected credit losses. 


Far purchased or originated credit-impaired (POCI) financial assets — assets that are credit-impaired 
at initial recognition — the Bank calculates the credit-adjusted effective interest rate, which is 
calculated based on the amortized cost of the financial asset instead of the gross carrying amount and 
incorporates the impact of expected credit losses in estimated future cash flows. 


If expectations of fixed rate financial assets" or liabilities’ cash flows are revised for reasons other than 
credit risk, then changes to future contractual cash flows are discounted at the original EIR. with a 
consequential adjustment to the carrying amount. The difference from the previous carrying amount 
is booked as a positive or negative adjustment to the carrying amount of the financial asset or liability 
in the Statement of Financial Position with a corresponding increase or decrease in interest income or 
expense calculated using the effective interest rate method. 


Interest income 

Interest income and expense are recognized in the Statement of Comprehensive Income through 
profit or lass using the effective interest rate method and disclosed separately to provide symmetrical 
and comparable information. 


Interest income and expense include: 
a Interest on financial assets and financial liabilities measured at amortized cost calculated 
using the effective interest rate method; and 
. Interest on debt instruments measured at FVOCI calculated using the effective interest 
rate method. 


The Bank calculates interest income on financial assets, other than those considered credit-impaired, 
by applying the EIR to the gross carrying amount of the financial asset. When a financial asset becomes 
credit impaired and is therefore regarded as “Stage 3’, the Bank calculates interest income by applying 
the EIR to the net amortized cost of the financial asset. If the financial assets cures and are no longer 
credit-impaired, the Bank reverts to calculating interest income on a gross basis. 
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Fee and Commission Income (not in scope of IFRS 9 but in scope of IFRS 15) arises mainly from 
loan commitments and administration, other financial service-related products (syndication) and fund 


To determine whether to recognize revenue, the Bank follows a 5-step process: 
|l. — Identifying the contract with a customer 
2 Identifying the performance obligations 
3. Determining the transaction price 
4. Allocating the transaction price to the performance obligations 
5. Recognizing revenue when/as performance obligation(s) are satisfied. 


Revenue is recognized at a point in time, when (or as) the Bank satisfies performance obligations by 
transferring the promised services to its customers. 


The Bank recognizes contract liabilities for consideration received in respect of unfulfilled performance 
obligations and reports these amounts as other liabilities in the statement of financial position. 
Similarly, if the Bank satisfies a performance obligation before it receives the consideration, the Bank 
recognizes either a contract asset or a receivable in its Statement of Financial Position, depending on 
whether something other than the passage of time is required before the consideration is due. 


The Bank provides corporate finance, syndication and fund management services. Revenue from these 
services is recognized on a time basis as the services are provided or when performance obligations 
are satisfied. Customers are invoiced as work progresses and/or when performance obligations 
are satisfied. Any amounts remaining unbilled at the end of a reporting period are presented in the 
Statement of Financial Position as trade receivable as only the passage of time is required before 
payment of these amounts will be due. 


- Employee Benefits 


The Bank operates a defined contribution plan. The Bank pays contributions to a separately 
administered pension insurance fund. The Bank has no further payment obligations once the 
contributions have been paid. The contributions are charged to the Statement of Comprehensive 
Income through profit or loss in the year to which they relate. 


- Dividend Distribution 


Dividends that are declared and paid during the period are accounted for as an appropriation of 
Retained Earnings In the Statement of Changes in Equity. Dividends that are proposed and declared 
after the reporting date are not shown as a liability on the Statement of Financial Position but are 
disclosed as a note to the financial statements. 


3. Events After the Reporting Period 


Due to the impact of the Coronavirus (COVID-19), Management has assessed its impact on the future 
corporate results, corporate cash flows and corporate financial position of the Bank. Management 
emphasizes that as per the date of issuance of these abbreviated corporate financial statements, it is 
uncertain to estimate what the eventual impact of the Coronavirus will be on the (Aruban) economy 
and the Bank's future results, cash flows and financial position. 


Thus far the Bank observed various lending clients requesting alleviation with respect to their 
contractual obligations for interest and principal repayments. 


Notwithstanding the uncertainty, Management has assessed the Bank's future results, cash flows and 
financial position by estimating the impact of the Coronavirus by: 


- Assessing various scenarios with respect to estimating the impact of increased probabilities 
of default, loss given defaults and decreases in estimated collateral values on the Bank's 
ECL allowance; 

= Assessing various scenarios with respect to estimating the impact on the liquidity of the Bank. 


Overall, based on its assessment of the impact of the Coronavirus for the year 2020 and beyond, 
and taking into account the uncertainties that exist as per the date of issuance of these abbreviated 
corporate financial statements, Management concludes thar it does not consider the impact to cast 
significant doubt upon the Bank's ability to continue as a going concern.

At the heart of the show- 
down in the U.N.s most 
powerful body is Presi- 
dent Donald Trump's 2018 
withdrawal from the 2015 
nuclear deal between six 
global powers and Iran. 
The U.S. maintains that un- 
der the Security Council 
resolution endorsing the 
agreement if retains the 
right as an initial party to in- 
voke the provision to "snap 
back' sanctions. Russia, 
China, Britain, France and 
virtually all other council 
members say the Trump 
administration does not 
have the right since it is no 
longer a party to the Joint 
Comprehensive Plan of Ac- 
tion, or JCPOA. 

The U.S. action sets the 
stage for a showdown that 
could lead to a crisis of 
credibility for the Security 
Council. 

Even before Pompeo pre- 
sented the council presi- 
dent with the notice, other 
members rejected the step. 
In a letter presented to In- 
donesias ambassador to 
the U.N. Dian Triansyah 
Djani, whose country cur- 
rently holds the rotating 
presidency of the council, 
Pompeo said the U.S. was 
notifying the body of "signif- 
icant non-performance" by 
Iran related to the nuclear 
deal. As a result, Pompeo 
said the process leading 
to the re-imposition of U.N. 
sanctions had been initi- 
ated. 

[he U.N.s nuclear watch- 
dog, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, 
has reported some Iranian 
violations of the agree- 
ment, but Tehran says those 
are the result of the U.S. vio- 
lating the accord by with- 
drawing from it and then 





re-imposing harsh unilateral 
sanctions. 

Pompeo noted that the 
European participants in 
the deal had attempted to 
bring Iran back into compli- 
ance. 

But he said "despite exten- 
sive efforts and exhaus- 
tive diplomacy on the part 
of those member states, 
Iran's significant non-perfor- 
mance persists." 

"As a result, the United 
States is left with no choice 
but to notify the council 
that Iran is in significant 
non-performance of its 
JCPOA commitments," 
Pompeo wrote. 

Pompeos letter was ac- 
companied by a six-page 
explanation of why the U.S. 
believes it retains the right 
to Invoke snapback. 

The U.S. insistence that it 
can authorize snapback 
had already been rejected 
by virtually all other mem- 
bers of the 15-nation coun- 
cil. Germany, a participant 
in the Iran deal but not a 
council member, is also op- 
posed. 

“France, Germany and 
the United Kingdom note 
that the US ceased їо ре а 
participant to the JCPOA 
following their withdrawal 
from the deal on May 8, 
2018," the group said in a 
statement released after 
Pompeo presented the let- 
ter. 

"We cannot therefore sup- 
port this action which is 
incompatible with our cur- 
rent efforts to support the 
JCPOA." 

Russian Ambassador to the 
U.N. Vassily Nebenzia said: 
"We do not take it that they 
have the legal right or the 
reason to initiate this. "So, of 
course, we will challenge 
it."

"his would have danger- 
OUS consequences for in- 
ternational law, it will bring 
nothing but the destruction 
of international mecha- 
nisms and it will discredit 
the Security Council," Zarif 
said. 

Under the terms of the Se- 
curity Council resolution 
that enshrined the nuclear 
deal, Thursday's notifica- 
tion starts a 30-day clock 
after which pre-2015 U.N. 
sanctions on Iran that were 
eased wil be re-imposed 
unless a resolution specifi- 


cally extending their sus- 
pension is passed. The U.S., 
however, would use its veto 
power to block any resolu- 
tion extending the sanc- 
tions relief. 

Because of the legal de- 
bate over U.S. standing, It is 
possible that the snapback 
demand will simply be ig- 
nored by the other mem- 
bers, which could call into 
question the Security Coun- 
Cils relevance and ability 
to enforce its own legally 
binding decisions. 

Trump and Pompeo had 
made no secret of their 
intention to pursue snap- 
back, particularly after the 
administration's embarrass- 
ing defeat last week at the 
Security Council on extend- 
ing the arms embargo on 
Iran that expires in October. 
The U.S. won just one other

"yes" vote, with China and 
Russia opposed and the 11 
other members abstaining.

Report on 2018 turnpike fatality urges new focus on tunnels 


SLATINGTON, Pa. (AP) — 
The National Transporta- 
tion Safety Board com- 
pleted its investigation 


into a 2018 Pennsylvania 
Turnpike crash that killed a 


truck driver when a tunnel 
conduit fell and smashed 
through the windshield, 
and issued two safety reg- 
ulations for federal high- 
way officials. 

The NTSB determined the fi- 
nal probable cause of the 
crash to be the failure of 


the conduit's support sys- 
tem due to longtime cor- 
rosion, which resulted in its 
displacement, the agency 
said in a release Thursday. 
Officials also said the Fed- 
eral Highway Administra- 
tion has “insufficient guid- 
ance" regarding mainte- 
nance and inspection of its 
tunnels. They say that led 
to the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike Commission's delay in 
repairing the deficiencies 
that were previously docu- 


mented. 

The commission said іп 
2018 it was in the process 
of awarding a contract to 
replace the straps when 
the crash happened Feb. 
21 in the Lehigh Tunnel, 
about 70 miles (112 kilome- 
ters) north of Philadelphia. 
Thursday's report said that 
less than a week before 
the trucker was killed, the 
turnpike had hired a con- 
tractor to replace its elec- 
trical distribution system 


in the tunnel, a plan that 
called for moving the met- 
al conduits to a safer part 
of the tunnel. 

A message seeking com- 
ment was left with the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike 
Commission. 

The NTSB said the highway 
administration must em- 
phasize the "importance 
of inspecting, document- 
ing and properly repairing 
significant corrosion in non- 
structural elements above 


roadways’ and its manual 
on maintenance and in- 
spection must be revised. 
New Jersey truck driver 
Howard Sexton Ill was 
about a quarter way 
through the tunnel when 
he struck a 10-foot section 
of conduit that had come 
loose.

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Whitmer: S600M Flint water deal a step toward making amends

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A 
$600 million deal between 
the state of Michigan and 


Flint residents who were 
harmed by lead-tainted 
water Is a step toward 


making amenas for a disas- 
ter that upended life in the 
poor, majority-Black city, 
Gov. Gretchen Whitmer 
said Thursday. 

State officials and law- 
yers for Flint residents an- 
nounced the settlement, 
which Attorney General 
Dana Nessel said likely 
would be the largest in 
Michigan history, with tens 
of thousands of potential 
claimants. It's designed pri- 
marily to benefit children, 
who were most vulnerable 
to the debilitating effects 
of lead that fouled drinking 
water after Flint switched 
its source to save money 
in 2014 while Under super- 
vision of a state financial 
manager. 

City workers followed state 
environmental officials 
advice not to use anti-cor- 
rosive additives. Without 
those treatments, water 
from the Flint River scraped 
lead from aging pipes and 
fixtures, contaminating tap 
water. 

The disaster made Flint a 
nationwide symbol of gov- 
ernmental mismanage- 
ment, with residents of the 
city of nearly 100,000 lin- 
ing up for bottled water 
and parents fearful their 
children had suffered per-

manent harm. A criminal 
investigation that has re- 
sulted in only misdemeanor 
no-contest pleas so far was 
resumed last year. 

"What happened in Flint 
should have never hap- 
pened, and financial com- 
pensation with this settle- 
ment is just one of the many 
ways we can continue to 
show our support for the 
city of Flint and its families,” 
Whitmer, a Democrat, said. 
Several judges must ap- 
prove the agreement, 
which is intended to resolve 
all claims against the state. 
Residents can decline to 
take part and file separate 
lawsuits, but attorneys in- 
volved in the negotiations 


said they would urge their 
clients to participate. 

"It's not perfect. But it is fair, 
it's reasonable, it's equita- 
ble," said attorney Michael 
Pitt. 

Suits also have been filed 
against the city, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency and two engi- 
neering consulting firms. 
They could join the state 
settlement by contribut- 
ing agreed-on sums to the 
$600 million compensation 
fund. 

The agreement establishes 
a process for submitting 
claims. Amounts awarded 
will depend on the number 
of claims and the extent 
of damage a person sus-

tained between April 25, 
2014, and July 31, 2016. 
Nearly 80% will be distrib- 
uted to claimants who 
were minors, with the larg- 
est share — 64.5% — go- 
ing to those who were 6 or 
younger when first exposed 
to the contaminated wa- 
ter. About 30,000 children 
lived in Flint at the time. 
Lead can harm people at 
any age but is especially 
dangerous to children, 
potentially damaging the 
brain and nervous system 
and causing learning and 
behavior problems. 

Some 18% will go to adults 
and the rest to businesses 
or other specified relief pro- 
grams. 


Corey Stern, an attorney 
who represents about 2,600 
minors, said many children 
likely would receive pay- 
ments in the "high-five to 
low-six-figure” range, with 
those badly harmed get- 
ting even more. He de- 
scribed it as "the largest 
single settlement involving 
lead poisoned children in 
our nation's history." 

Melissa Mays sued the 
state on behalf her three 
sons, saying they have had 
medical and educational 
difficulties because of lead 
exposure. 

"You can't fix this with mon- 
ey," Mays, a social worker, 
said. "You can help make 
our lives a little less horrid 
because in no way, shape 
or form should traumatized 
victims be scraping by just 
to survive month to month. 
In no way is this going to re- 
place my kids' brains, their 
lungs, their livers, their learn- 
ing ability.” 

At least $9 million will be 
earmarked to settle a case 
involving kids who weren't 
being provided with spe- 
cial education services, 
said Gregory Little, an at- 
torney with the Education 
Law Center. 

Flint had long purchased 
drinking water from Detroit, 
about 70 miles (113 kilome- 
ters) south, but switched to 
the Flint River in April 2014. It 
was among money-saving 
measures recommended 
by an emergency manag- 
er appointed by then-Gov. 
Rick Snyder.)

How will office life be differ- 
ent in a pandemic? 

The office you once knew 
is likely to look vastly dif- 
ferent. Companies are 
taking a variety of steps 
to keep people a safe dis- 
tance apart, such as using 
staggered shifts or asking 
people to come in on al- 
ternating days. Cubicles 
may also have higher walls 
or there may be new par- 
titions between desks for 
added protection. Kitch- 
ens, conference rooms 
and other common areas 
may be closed, and some 


offices have implemented 
one-way paths to keep 
people from passing each 
other. For essential shared 
spaces like elevators and 
bathrooms, face cover- 
ings could be required and 
there may be more fre- 
quent cleanings and limits 
on how many people can 
enter at one time. That 
could mean longer waits to 
use them. Even with such 
social distancing measures, 
expect to wear a mask, es- 
pecially when you're not at 
your desk.

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Hong Kong government slams US decision to suspend treaties

HONG KONG (AP) — The 
Hong Kong government on 
Thursday condemned the 
U.S. decision to suspend 
extradition and tax exemp- 
tion treaties with the semi- 
autonomous Chinese city, 
saying it was being used as 
a pawn in geopolitics. 

On Wednesday, the U.S. 
susoended its extradition 
treaty with Hong Kong, 
becoming the latest coun- 
try to do so after Canada, 
Australia and Britain sus- 
pended such agreements. 
The U.S. also suspended 
an agreement with Hong 
Kong on reciprocal tax ex- 
emptions on income de- 
rived from the international 
operation of ships. 

"The U.S. unilateral decision 
reflects its disresoect for bi- 
lateralism and multilateral- 
ism Under the current ad- 
ministration and should be 
condemned by the inter- 
national community," the 
territory's government said 
in a statement. 

The government "strongly 
objects to and deplores the 
U.S.’ action, which is widely 
seen as a move to create 
troubles in China-U.S. rela- 
tionship, using Hong Kong

Belgian police official steps aside over brutality video

BRUSSELS (AP) — A top Bel- 
gian police official stepped 
aside Thursday a day after 
the emergence of a 2018 
video showing an officer 
sitting on top of a Slovak 
man in custody at a local 
airport and another officer 
apparently making a Hitler 
salute. The man, who was 
in distress, later died. 
Belgium's government itself 
reacted vigorously after 
the video from an ongoing 
investigation came to light 
Wednesday and Justice 
Minister Koen Geens said it 
was "unseemly and totally 
shocking." 

Interior Minister Pieter De 
Crem said that "it is some- 
thing out of all proportion. 
The circumstances need to 
be clarified and an investi- 
gation is ongoing." 

On Thursday evening, the 
No. 2 federal police official, 


André Desenfants, stepped 
aside after he saw the vid- 
eo. He said it was a person- 
al decision even though he 
didn't make a mistake him- 
self. But he wasn't informed 
about all the details of 
what happened, he said. 
Desenfants said he wasn't 
resigning, but temporarily 
leaving his post until an in- 
vestigation is carried out. 
He said the case had 
touched him personally 
"and that is why | asked 
the Commissioner General 
to replace me for the time 
necessary." 

The Slovak man, Jozef Cho- 
vanec, had been prevent- 
ed from boarding a plane 
at Charleroi airport after 
he didn't show a ticket and 
was disruptive. In the de- 
tention room, the security 
video shows him repeated- 
ly banging his head against 
the wal. Once officers 
came in, they put him on a 


bed and forcefully restrict- 
ed his movements, with 
one officer sitting on him for 
a long time. Another officer 
made an apparent Nazi 
salute during the incident. 
Chovanec's widow, Hen- 
reta Chovancova, com- 
plained to Het Laatste 
Nieuws newspaper, which 
first published the video 
Wednesday, that the of- 
ficers should have cared 
more about his urgent 
health needs since he was 
obviously in distress and 
needed to breathe. Cho- 
vanec died after emergen- 
cy health officials took him 
to a hospital. 

"We as a family want to 
know why they did it to 
him,” Chovancova told 
Belgian broadcaster VIM. 
"Why did they treat him like 
this? Worse than even an 
animal, like he wasn't even 
human being."

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Sri Lankan leader to scrap charter clause limiting powers

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) 
— Sri Lanka's president said 
Thursday he will use the 
overwhelming mandate re- 
ceived by his governing co- 
alition in recent parliamen- 
tary elections to remove a 
constitutional amendment 
curtailing presidential pow- 
ers and limiting the presi- 
dent to two terms. 

The amendment was add- 
ed by his predecessor to 
reform the country's po- 
litical system by reducing 
the ability of presidents to 
amass extensive powers. 
President Gotabaya Ra- 
japaksa said in a policy 
speech at the opening of 
the new Parliament that his 
government will abolish the 
19th Amendment as a mat- 
ter of priority and then work 
on a new constitution. 

The move will strengthen 
Rajapaksa's grip on power 
because the country will 
return to its previous consti- 
tutional status, in which the 
president could head min- 
istries, appoint and dismiss 
ministers, appoint officials 
for the police, judiciary and 
public service and dissolve 
Parliament anytime after 
one year. 

"Our constitution has been 
changed 19 times from 
1978, creating a lot of un- 
certainties and confusion," 
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Sri Lankan President Gotabaya Rajapaksa delivers his policy speech in the Parliament in Co- 
lombo, Sri Lanka, Thursday, Aug. 20, 2020. 


he told Parliament. 

"Because the people have 
given us the mandate 
that we requested from 
them for a constitutional

WHO, UNICEF urge African countries to reopen schools safely

Poor nutrition, stress, in- 
creased exposure fo vio- 
lence and exploitation 
and teenage pregnancies 
are among the problems 
faced by students remain- 
ing out of school in sub-Sa- 
haran Africa, WHO officials 
warned Thursday. 

Only six African countries 
have fully opened schools, 
according to a survey of 39 
countries by WHO and UNI- 
СЕЕ. 

Many governments closed 
schools as part of measures 
to limit the transmission of 
the coronavirus. Some re- 
opened and then had to 
close again when virus СО$- 
es broke out in the schools. 
Kenya, for instance, has 
closed its primary and sec- 
ondary schools for the rest 
of 2020. 


This has had hurt school 
feeding programs, which 
provided meals to more 
than 10 million children in 
Africa. Online learning is al- 
most impossible as 80% of 
Africa's students don't have 
access to the internet and 
electricity can be unreli- 
able. 

"We must not be blind-sid- 
ed by our efforts to con- 
tain COVID-19 and end up 
with a lost generation. Just 
as countries are opening 
businesses safely, we can 
reopen schools," said Dr. 
Matshidiso Moeti, WHO re- 
gional director for Africa. 
"schools have paved the 
way to success for many 
Africans. They also provide 
a safe haven for many chil- 
dren in challenging circum- 
stances to develop and 


thrive," she said at a virtual 
press conference Thursday. 
"he long-term impact of 
extending the school shut- 
down risks even greater 
harm to children, their fu- 
ture and their communi- 
ties," said UNICEF regional 
director for Eastern and 
Southern Africa, Mohamed 
M. Malick Fall. 


Reopening schools has 
been particularly chal- 
lenging in Africa, where 


milions of children attend 
crowded classrooms, and 
schools often lack running 
water and proper toilets. 
In sub-Saharan Africa, only 
a quarter of schools have

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Science Says: Climate change, people stoke California fires

If you want to build a fire, 
you need three things: Igni- 
tion, fuel and oxygen. But 
wildfire in California is a 
much more complex peo- 
ole-stoked witch's brew. 
The state burns regularly 
because of fierce autumn 
winds, invasive grasses that 
act as kindling, fire-happy 
native shrubs and trees, fre- 
quent drought punctuated 
by spurts of downpours, a 
century of fire suppression, 
people moving closer to 
the wild, homes that burn 
easily, people starting fires 
accidentally or on purpose 
— and most of all climate 


change. 
"California has aq really 
flammable ecosystem," 


said University of Colorado 
fire scientist Jennifer Balch. 
"People are living in flam- 
mable places, providing 
ignition, starting the wild- 
fires against a backdrop of 
a warming climate that is 
making wildfires worse." 
Trying to manage Califor- 
nia's wildfires is like trying 
to hold back a tidal wave, 
said Columbia University 
fire scientist A. Park Wil- 
liams: "Big fires are kind of 
inevitable in California." 
And it's getting worse, fast. 
Area burned by wildfire in 
California increased more 
than fivefold since 1972, 
from a five-year average 
of 236 square miles (611 
square kilometers) a year 
to 1,394 square miles (3,610 
square kilometers) a year 
according to a 2019 study 
by Williams, Balch and oth- 
ers. Dozens of studies in 
recent years have linked 
bigger wildfires in America 
to global warming from 
the burning of coal, oil and 
gas, especially because 
it dries plants and makes 
them more flammable. 

" Fuel moisture drives the 
fire business," said University 
of Alberta fire scientist Mike 
Flannigan. "Fuel moisture 
is being influenced by cli- 
mate change.' 

In California, a Mediterra- 
nean climate sets up ide- 
al conditions for fire then 
is worsened by climate 
change, said University 
of California, Merced, fire 
scientist LeRoy Westerling, 
who has had his home

threatened twice in the last 
few years. That means long 
hot and dry summers with 
a handful of winter storms 
bringing rain and snow. 

But as the climate warms, 
snow melts earlier making 
for drier plants in the sum- 
mer and the rains come 
later, extending fire season. 
"It's a super strong effect in 
the summertime and we're 
right smack in the middle 
of summertime," Balch said 
Monday. "Our fire season is 
not over yet and we have 
the fall to worry about." 
The National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration's fall outlook gives 
more reason to worry. Parts 
of California and the South- 
west will be drier and hotter 
than normal with a drought 
developing in some areas 
of California not already 
officially in drought, mete- 
orologist Matt Rosencrans 
said Thursday. 

If you lose a fall storm, as 
happened in 2019, that 
leaves California fire-prone 
in October and November, 
when  often-fierce winds 
blow from the mountains 
toward the ocean. Those 
spread fires easily, even 
jumping  eight-lane  high- 
ways. 

November and December, 
though technically the wet 
season, can see some of 
the worst fires such as 2018's 
Camp Fire that decimated 


the Sierra Nevada foothills 
town of Paradise and killed 
scores of people. 

Another way climate 
change has worsened 
wildfire danger is that the 
jet stream — the river of air 
that moves storms and dai- 
ly weather — slows down 
and weather gets stuck, of- 
ten with dry periods. 

This means California can 
lose maybe two of its five 
or six important drenchings, 
Westerling said. And in oth- 
er years, with the jet stream 
stuck in a wet pattern, a 
couple of extra storms hit 
California and prompt ex- 
plosive growth of plants 
that dry into fuel. 

More fires from climate 
change mean more smoke 
— and this year that's going 
to hurt people already hit 
by the coronavirus, Balch 
said. "Were seeing com- 
pounding extremes." 

But more than climate and 
weather are at work. 

When people moved into 
California, they brought 
invasive grasses, such as 
cheatgrass and common 
Mediterranean grass, that 
outcompeted native grass- 
es and burn more quickly. 
They act as kindling for 
brushland fires. 

California's native shrubs 
burn easily, and so do coni- 
fers that release their seeds 
in fires to regenerate. 

For more than a century —

spurred by a 1910 inferno 
— the general government 
attitude has been to put 
out every fire. But Williams 
said that leads to a build- 
up of fuel that eventually 
burns. 

About 97% of the fires in 
coastal California are start- 
ed by people, either on 
purpose or accidentally, 
a study by Balch found. 
The top ignition causes are 
equipment use — such as 
weedwhackers, lawnmow- 
ers and chainsaws — arson 
and debris burning. 
However, the fires devas- 
tating the state this month 
mostly seem to be caused 
by lightning strikes, not peo- 
ple, state officials said. 
Gov. Gavin Newsom said 
Wednesday that the state 
recorded nearly 11,000 
lightning strikes in 72 hours 
and there were 23 ma- 
jor fires or groups of fires, 
known as complexes. 
Another contributor to run- 
away fires is that homes, 
especially roofs, are much 
more flammable than 
need be, Balch said. 

While bigger fires can burn 
elsewhere — Alaska last 
year had nine times as 
much land burned as Cali- 
fornia — fire risk is greater in 
the Golden State because 
so many people live close 
to the flames. 

"We don't hear about fires 
in other places, the west- 


ern U.S. or Alaska because 
they burn for days without 
getting near a home," said 
University of Utah fire scien- 
tist Phil Dennison. 

People keep building clos- 
er to areas that are wilder 
and beautiful but fire- 
prone, Flannigan said, so 
"we have to learn to live 
with fire. It's not going to go 
away.”

‘Tenet to screen early at theaters 
in some U.S. cities

Some U.S. moviegoers will 
be able to see Christo- 
oher Nolan's "Tenet" a few 
days early. Warner Bros. on 
Tuesday said that it would 
be offering early access 
screenings starting Aug. 31 
as a gesture of support to 
the domestic theaters that 
are reopening after five 
months of being closed be- 
cause of COVID-19.

AUA Airport is still cautious

Number of cases on the islands increase: ‘No reason to send naval vessel yet’ 


THE HAGUE - The number 
of Corona cases on Aruba 
and Sint Maarten is rising 
exponentially. The Dutch 
minister of Defense, Ank Bi- 
jleveld, doesn’t see a rea- 
son yet to re-deploy the 
Karel Doorman naval ves- 
sel to the Caribbean. 


On Aruba more than 1000 
individuals are currently 
infected with the corona 
virus. At the beginning of 
August that number was 
108. Sint Maarten has also 
seen a rapid increase in the 
number of active cases, 
increasing to almost 200, 
12 of which are currently 
hospitalized. 22 individuals 
have been hospitalized on 
Aruba thus far. 

According to the minister, 
there are currently enough 
defense personnel on the 
islands to provide assis- 
tance. The islands have 
not put in a request for ad- 
ditional assistance. “We're 
keeping an eye on the situ- 
ation”. 

D66: ‘Consider sending the 
naval vessel’ 

Aruba, Curacao, and Sint 
Maarten have received a 
total of 12 ventilators from 
the Netherlands since April 
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to helo them expand their 
ICU capacities. Bonaire 
received 6 additional ICU- 
beds. 

Bileveld emphasizes that 
it's up to the islands them- 
selves to officially request 
additional assistance. 
In the meantime, D66 is 
sounding the alarm in Par- 
liament about the situa- 
tion in the Caribbean. Their 
main fear is that seeing as 
the number of cases are 
increasing, the number of 
hospitalizations will go up in 
a few weeks. 

This is the reason why the 
coalition partner believes 
that the government of 
the Netherlands should be 
more pro-active іп speak- 
ing to Aruba, Sint Maarten, 
and the special municipal- 
ity Bonaire when it comes 
to the deployment of the 


Karel Doorman. 

Navy vessel already de- 
ployed to Caribbean due 
to Corona 

The Karel Doorman was 
deployed to the islands 
at the end of April when 
the corona virus outbreak 
started there. It’s the minis- 
try of Defense’s largest ves- 
sel, with medical facilities 
on board, which can pro- 
vide assistance to the local 
healthcare systems. The 
Karel Doorman was meant 
to stay in the Caribbean 
for three months but the 
shio returned to the Neth- 
erlands early. According to 
the ministry of Defense, the 
corona virus seemed to be 
Under control at the end of 
June on all six islands. 
Islands trying to keep num- 
ber of cases under control 
Curaçao reported four 


active cases on Monday. 
Unlike on Aruba and Sint 
Maarten, people from 


high-risk countries such as 
the United States are tem- 
porarily not welcome on 
the island. 

Aruba expanded its testing 





capacity at the beginning 
of August. “Aruba is cur- 
rently in fifth place world- 
wide when it comes to the 
most tests per capita”, ac- 
cording to the Directorate 
of Public Health. Source:
